ATTENDING VETERINARIAN AND ADEQUATE VETERINARY CARE (DEALERS AND EXHIBITORS). 

2.40 (a)(1) "Each dealer and exhibitor shall employ an attending veterinarian under formal arrangements. In the case of a 
part-time attending veterinarian or consultant arrangements, the formal arrangements shall include a written program of 
veterinary care and regularly scheduled visits to the premises of the dealer or exhibitor." 

There is no written documentation that the attending veterinarian has made the required facility visit in the past year. The 
veterinarian needs to document visits, either on the provided check sheet, or in some other manner, so that visits can be 
verified by the inspector. Correct by 3 June 2007 


2.40(b)(2) Each dealer. shall establish programs of adequate veterinary care that include..the use of appropriate methods to 
prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and injuries. 

One of the older bitches #4534382560 has severe dental disease. There is severe tartar with infection and bone loss, noted 
particularly on the upper incisor area. This condition can cause pain and/or discomfort when eating and can also cause 
concurrent serious diseases such as kidney infections. This animal must be examined by a veterinarian and treated as 
appropriate. All older animals should be checked for similar conditions. Correct by 16 April 2007. 
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
